Sins and Sin 


Now first of all, in order to 
rightly understand this Grand Can- 
yon section of Romans, we must 
be ablé to distinguish the differ- 
ence between sins —s-i-n-s, and 
sin. Chapter 1 to verse 11 of chap- 
ter 5° deals with the _ sub- 
ject..of -sin and the fruit or 
result of sin, but in chap- 
ter 5:12 to the end of the eighth 
chapter, the Holy Spirit deals with 
the subject of sins, the root of all 
sin. Now let me explain: suppos- 
ing you look across the street and 
see a neighbor’s house with smoke 
boiling out of the upper stories. 
You say “Why, there is a fire.” 
Naturally you go from the effect 
to the cause. You look out and see 
the trees. bending and you hear 
a roaring rushing noise, so you 
say, “The wind is blowing.” So in 
the world around us in a lot of 
human beings, you see sin, such 


drunkenness, revelings,-wars and 
bloodshed. We see the results or 
effects of something that is deep- 
er; these outward things come 
from a root, that root is called 
sin. 

Now, look with me, please, into 
the fifth chapter of Romans, verse 
12. And by the way, memorize 
this verse, read it over several 
times a day. Here is one of the 
most outstanding, astounding state- 
ments in the Bible. The entire 
world history with all its wars, 
rumors of war,. and curse is 
bound up in this one verse. Only 
God could put so much in so few 
words. Let me read it to you, 
“Wherefore as by one man sin” 
— people do not like to hear about 
sin. Some of you listening say, 
‘Why do you talk so much about 
sin?’ Well, you need it!” “Where- 
fore, as by one man sin entered 
into the world, and death by sin; 
and so death passed upon all men,” 
rich or poor, high or low, educa- 
ted or not, “for that all have 
sinned.” You memorize that verse. 
And here right at the very begin- 
ning we find the cause of some 
things we see today, the effects 
of these. = 


Man— Dead in Sin or Getting 


Better? 


Now there are two diametrically 
opposed schools of thought regard- 
ing the origin and destiny of man. 
Man, poor spiritually blinded man, 
teaches in a general way, that 
man is ever on an upward path 
in his progress from the lower to 
the higher and does not take into 
account the fact of sin.

Today we are hearing much 
about plans for human betterment.

All*these plans sound 
so beautiful, so ideal, so grand, 
that many will be carried away 
with them, but please listen, care- 
fully; all plans of men or nations 
which leave out God and his be- 
loved Son, Christ, and do not reck- 
on .or take into account the fact 
of sin, that the human heart is 
deceitful above all else and des- 
perately wicked — these plans will 
utterly and miserably fail. Men 
must be reckoned with, the sin

Well, we drop over to the third 
chapter of Genesis and there ih 
that chapter God tells us about 
the entrance of that awful thing 
as one

“43 And Jesus said unto 
him, Verily I say unto thee, 
Today shalt thou be with me 
in paradise.” —Luke 23 :33-43. 

This body of Scripture describes 


an occurence of history. It pic- 
tures the closing scenes of our 


 Lord’s life. In bold relief is shown 


the baseness of human nature and 
in sharp contrast, the Mercy of 
God. It tells of three men hanging 
on trees in sight of a howling mob. 
In the background a little group 
of bewildered disciples of Jesus 
look on or perhaps stand with 
bowed, defeated heads. On one of 


these trees hangs a man who will 


soon be in Hell. On another tree 
hangs a man who will soon be in 
Heaven. On the center tree hangs 
the Son of God. 


Here the world meets and re- 
volves around the Son of-God. 


Unregenerate, unreconciled, im- 
penitent mankind speaks through 
the first thief. Stricken, convicted, 
believing mankind speaks through 
the second. God speaks through 


'. the Son as He hangs there in the 


“place of a skull,’ 


- I like the faith of the thief who 
cried out, “Lord remember me.” 
I like his purposefulness, his re- 
solve, his boldness, 


This man found God. He found 
Him in the only way man can find 
Him, through Jesus Christ, the 
substitute for sinners and the sac- 
rifice of God, 

I hear his cry as it pierces 
through the shrieking, howling, 
hubbub of the mob, “Lord remem- 
ber me when thou comest into thy 
Kingdom.” 

What a rebuke this man is to 
the many today. With hands and 
feet nailed to the tree; with eyes 
filled with sweat and blood; with 
lips parched and throat dry from 
the heat of the sun; with every- 
thing against him so far as eye 
could see; with the demoniacal 
frenzy of the mob to chill his 
bones and forbid his appeal; with 
all that, and in spite of all that 
and more,. this man found the Sav- 
iour. He pressed through. Not to 
be denied, he cried out to One 
whose eye is quick to see the quiv- 
is 
quick to hear the faintest cry and 
whose heart is rich in mercy and 
forgiveness of sin. 

We meet on most every hand 

now, people who would be Chris- 
tians ‘‘if,” and “but for.” 
_ This is a day when men are not 
responsible for their crooked walk 
or rebellious hearts. ‘‘Someone else 
caused it all.” “I would like to be 
a Christian, but—,” and on and 
on go the testimonies today. 

If any such read these lines, be 
thou rebuked by this dying thief 
who found God despite tremendous 
odds against him. And if any read 
these lines and they find you dis- 
couraged and faint of heart, be 
thou encouraged. If this man could 
muster strength to get to God, 


‘surely you can. And if God will 


take time out from dying for the 
sins of the world, to answer his 
cry and supply his needs, surely 
He will do no less for you. 
Consider then if you will two 
things: first, the difficulties this 
man faced, and second, the ring- 
ing cry of faith and its result. 


|. THE DIFFICULTIES HE FACED 


1, I mention first the fact that 
the religious world was divided in 
his day even as it is today. 

There were different voices. say- 
ing, “This is the way,” then, and 


the same is true now. 


The religious world of the dying 
thief’s day was not united as to 
message, method or mission. 

The Pharisees, the fundamenta- 
lists of that day: the Sadducees, 
the modernists of that day: the 
heathen worshippers of gods and 
idols: the small group of hungry 
hearted Jews longing for the com- 
ing of Messiah, and the pitifully 
small group of disciples of Jesus:

2. This man found God though 
the times in which he lived were 
licentious and ungodly. 


It was dark physically for a 
period of time while these three 
hung on Calvary’s Hill. And black- 
er than the sunless earth and sky 
were the spiritual conditions all 
around. 

I need not prove this statement. 
It is an accepted fact. The very 
air was reeking with blasphemous 
poison in those days. 

It is so today. These are not 
days when godliness is king or 
virtue queen. These are the days 
that presage the coming of our 
Lord again. These are the days 
of abandon and running after the 
lusts of the mind and the flesh. 
These are days which call for 
courage if one would. walk with 
God. And God pity us, these are 
days of reaping the harvest of 
sin and of feeling the heavy hand 
of God in judgment. 

But the thief found Christ in 
dark days, and so can the hon- 
est, earnest sinner today. 

The writer (with thousands of 
others) is seeing men in Army 
Camps where the order of the day 
is satisfaction of fleshly desires, 


find Christ as Precious Saviour. It4 


was done on Golgotha. It is being 
done now. 


3. This man found the Saviour 
though the crowd around his cross 
was made up of vulgar beholders, 
malicious mockers and blatant 
scoffers. 

“They watched him there,” say 
the Scriptures. They mocked him 
there. “If thou be the Christ come 
down and save thyself.” “He saved 
others, himself he cannot save.’’ 

This side of eternity we will nev- 
er plumb the depths of infamy and 
shame, to which our Saviour was 
subjected in His dying hours. But 
in such an atmosphere and amid 
such cries and shrieks of hatred 
and scoffing, this dying thief found 
God. How he rebukes this genera- 
tion, so many of whom are afraid 
of the crowd and let their shame- 
ful cowardice keep them frem bold 
trust in Christ Jesus. 

4. This man found God, though 
the friends of Jesus were silent. 

Where is bold Peter now? He 
who would never go back on his 
master. There he stands way back 
in the crowd, Silent. Why not rush 
up and tell the two dying thieves 
that the man on the cener tree 
is the Son of God and able to 
save? But not so. Have you ever 
stopped to think that the only 
voice lifted in praise of Jesus was 
the voice of the thief. “This man 
hangs there unjustly” is his tes- 
timony. The disciples are beaten, 
scared. It is so in large measure 
today. Thousands upon thousands 
who name the name of Jesus as 
Saviour, never praise Him on the 
streets or in the place of business 


or labor. Many never recommend. 


Him to the living or the dying. 
His precious name is used to 
“Cuss” with by many, You can 
hear His name most everywhere. 


But oh so few of us tell men that 


the man on the middle cross is 
there to die for the sin of the 


world and is able and willing to 


save all who come unto God by 
Him. 

So many must be won today in 
spite of, instead of because of, 
the testimony of the ‘friend’ of 
Jesus, 

So many children must be won 
by the Sunday School teacher in- 
stead of by mother and dad. 

So many wives must be won by 
someone other than the husband, 
or be lost forever. 

God help us, the friends of Je- 
sus are not boldly testifying of 
His power to save today. So many 
of us preachers have gone to 
preaching ethics and everything 
else save “Jesus only.” 

But the dying thief found the 
Saviour without a preacher or a 
friend to open a Bible and teach 
him the truth and then pray for 
him. And an earnest seeker can 
find Christ today if he has to wade 
through rivers of silent, inconsist- 
ent, followers of Jesus. 

5. Again, this man found God 
though common sense would have 
certainly testified that the man on 
the center: cross could not help 
anybody in this life, much less the 
life to come, 3 

Let me, if I may, draw a con- 
trast between his condition and 
that of the lost sinner today. 

First, he knew very little about 


the person to whom he called out 


for help: He had heard of Him and 


about‘ Him and perhaps had heard 
Him speak. It may be he had seen 
Jesus perform a miracle, or per- 


haps he had talked to someone}. 


upon whom the Saviour had per- 
formed a miracle. It is possible 
that he had read the promises of 
the coming of One who would 
save, At any rate he believed, as 
we learn from his statement, that 
Jesus ought not to have beep 
hanging on the tree. All this he 
had to encourage him to cry out 
to Jesus for help. But consider the 
obstacles. Who would call on a 
naked, beaten, bleeding, despised, 
hissed at, man, dying on a Ro- 
man cross? Who would ask the 
“King of the Jews,” rejected by 
His own race, to remember him 
when he came into His Kingdom? 
Who would have anything to do, 
if you please, with a man who 
lives in despised Nazareth and 
who, so the story went, was born 
‘under a shadow and in a common 
cow stall? Who would ask a “car- 
penter’s” son ‘to remember him 
when he ruled over a Kingdom? 
Who, but one to whom the Spirit 
of God has spoken? Surely ‘flesh 
and blood did not reveal the truth 
to this man’ but his cry was the 
result of a revelation from God. 
He knew, for the same reason 
Peter knew, that Jesus was the 
Son of the living God. (Matt. 16- 
16:17). 

But consider your case, friend 
of mine. TLousands have put their 
faith in this Jesus in your day. You 
have their testimony, the open Bi- 
ble, and the still small voice of 
the Holy Spirit, all beckoning and 
encouraging you to look and live. 
If he found God in his day, you 
can find Him now. Consider then. 


ll. HIS RINGING CRY AND ITS 
RESULTS 


I dm sure it was not a timid 
cry. I think I can hear him as he 
hurls out for all to hear his cry 
of faith. I believe his voice could 
be heard by the mob. What a cry! 
Let it ring out today from voices 
many, “Lord, remember me when. 
thou comest into thy kingdom!” 

First —It was the cry of need. 
Death is a few moments away. 
There is no hope of reprieve. No 
one to pull out the nails and bind 
up the wounds made by them. 
Eternity is a reality now. An un- 
washed soul is soon to meet God. 
Sure, he needed a Saviout. So do 
I, so do you. Sure, his-record is 
black. So is mine, so is yours. Sure, 
he deserved death, both physical 
and spiritual. So do I. So do you. 

But he had sense enough to rec- 

ognize his need and to make an 
effort to give his eternity-bound 
soul a chance. Oh sinner friend, 
will you hear me when I say, t’was 
such need as his that brought the 
Saviour to die on the tree. T’was 
for failing, law-breaking, Hell-de- 
serving sinners, My Jesus died. The 
dying thief rejoiced to see that 
fountain in his day. And why not. 
“Where sin did abound, Grace 
did much more abound,” A great 
sinner needs a great Saviour, and 
here the two meet. 
' O! the tragedy of tragedies of 
today is the millions who need a 
Saviour just as much as this man, 
but who do not or will not. recog- 
nize that need and cry out to God 
for mercy. — 


Second —It was a cry of faith. 
It recognized the Lordship of: Je- 
sus. It expressed belief in His res- 
urrection. “Lord, you are not go- 
ing to stay dead. When you rise 
from the dead and are King over 
a Kingdom, remember me.” That 
is what Paul is talking about in 
Roman 10:9. “That if thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth that Je- 
sus is Lord and shalt believe in 
thine heart that God hath raised 
him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved.” 

Faith like that honors God. In 
fact it is the only thing we can 
bring to God that honors Him, 
and He gives us that. My, what 
a compliment this dying thief paid 
our Saviour. “Lord,” said he, “you 
are powerful enough to help a man 
as far gone in sin as I. You are 
merciful, slow to anger and gra- 
cious, you will help even me.” Think 
of the glory our gracious God gets 
upon Himself as He, utterly with- 
out reason or rhyme, absolutely 
by His grace, down and 
saves a man like that. No wonder 
we are told in Ephesians 2:4-7,

learned that the believer is de- 
clared righteous the moment he 
believes on the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Then in the first part of chapter 
5 we found the blessed results of 
that justification. He hath de- 
stroyed guilt. But now we learn 
a deeper fact, that by one man’s 
sin, Adam’s sin death, physical 
and spiritual has entered and all 
are under the sentence of death. 
The gates of death are apparently 
locked and no man can unlock 
those gates or open those gates. 
Naturally the question arises: Is 
there any way out? Has God a 
remedy against sin and death and 
spiritual separation? 


By One Man, Christ; Comes Life 


If there is a way, what is that 
way? Men have tried to figure out 
many ways of escape, but there 
is only one way of escape, and 
that is God’s provided way through 
the cross of Calvary by the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Now here it is, 
“Therefore as by the offense of 
one, judgment came upon all men 
to condemnation; even so by the 
righteousness of one the free gift 
came upon all men unto justifica- 
tion of life’ (v. 18). 


And the nineteenth verse is the 
finest summary of justification I 
have ever found in the Bible, ‘For 
as by one man’s disobedience many 
were made sinners, so by the obe- 
dience of one shall many be made 
righteous.” By Adam came con- 
demnation, guilt, death, spiritual 
and physical: By Christ comes 
justification, life; we become more 
than conquerors through Him. By 
Adam’s sin men are condemned, 
slaves of death;.by Christ men are 
justified by faith and given a new 
life, Christ’s life. There is no mid- 
die ground, you are either 
Adam— maybe a flower of the 
flesh, intellectual, beautiful, edu- 
cated, socially perfect in all your 
contacts oh, just a lovely person, 
but you are in Adam. “As in Adam 
all die, even so in Christ shall all 
be made -alive” (I Cor. 15:22), 
those who receive Him as their 
own personal Saviour.
